Under date of Seovtember 8th, and as counsel for the 
Mandarin Theaters at San Francisco and Los Angeles ,Calif- 
ornia, I addressed a communicition to the donorszble James 
J. Davis, Secretary of Labor, Washington, ..C., requesting 
that he communicate with your Yepartinent in an endeavor to 
have your consular representative at dtongkong exnedite the 
issninzs of visas to eligible Chinese actors and actresses 
coming to the Mandarin Theater 2t San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, California, under a permit’ from, and arrangement 
xith the Deosartment of Labor. 


Secretary Davis, in reply requested that we take 
the matter uo with your Deoartment direct, conseouently 
tiis communication. 


Tne andarin Theater at San francisco has been onera- 
ting for a considerable voeriod of time and not only tne 
Chinese colony, out tne great transient american voublic, 
are patrons of this Theater, and from the records on file 
at dasiington wita the Department of sabor, tne fact is 
readily ascertained tnat from.a recreational, educational 
and histrionic standpoint that the Mandarin Theater is 
generally endorsed and aopvroved by all tnose locally in 
Dublic and vorivate life wno have knowledge thereof or deal- 
ings tnerewith. 


The Honorable James J. vavis, Secretary of Labor, 
throuzh his deoartment, has autiorized the management of the 
Mandarin Theaters to iave in this country at any one time, 
not to exeed eighty five actors and actresses, including 
musiciuins and necessary theatrical scene snifters.

Your favor of the 18th inst., in reply to ours of 
the 8th inst., in re the Mandarin Theater and visas of ac- 
tors and actresses, at hand and contents carefully noted. 


Accept our thanks for your courtesy in the prompt 
reply and be assured that we will act accordiygly and take 
the matter uv with the Department of State direct. 


Concerning the third varagraph of your favor of the 
158th inst., wherein you say: 


"Concerning your request that the number be not limited 
to nineteen, you are advised that the Department declines 
to autnorise a larger number. After an exhaustive study 
of the Chinese situation, it was decided that the Mandarin 
Company should have not more than sighty-five persons and 
the company must confine itself to that number, which is 
reasonable. Therefore, if the company nas a few versons 
in excess of this number from time to time, it will be 
necessary to keep them in detention until a sufficient 
number of checkouts have been made so that at all times 
the actors and actresses in tynis country shall be within 
the allotted quota of eighty-five." 


Permit me to say that you are laboring under 4& grave 
misapprehension. I have our communication of September 8th 
before me and I could not find therein anything that would 
warrant your apparent conclusion that we were asking, or 
ever intended to ask for an increased quota above the ovre- 
sent eighty five actors and actresses allowed to us by your 
recent comvession. Mr. Secretary, nothing was farther from 
our minds. We assura@iyou that if this application were put 
through that we could see no reason for asking for an in- 
crease and that we woild zet along with the number allowed 
and consider tnat matter a closed chapter. 


In paragraph two of our letter of the 8th inst., which 
we quote as follows: 


"Your department has informed us in prior communications 
that is was necessary that actors and actresses coming 
from the Orient should receive a visa from the American 
Consul. At the oresent time under the ruling of your De- 
partment we are entitled to a total eighty five actors 
and actresses for both San Francisco and Los Angeles Man- 
darin Theaters. At the present time we have sixty six 
this leave nineteen of the quota still to be filled. It 
woulé expedite matters greatly if your Department would 
address & communication to the Secretary of State, asking 
that Department to inform the American Consul at Hongkong 
to visa those actors and act@esses who apply and who are 
within the law qualified to come to our Theater. I suggest 
that you do not limit the number to nineteen, as from 
time to time actors and actresses will be going out, both 
for the reasons that their time will beuv and because we 
will need fresh talent." 


We merely asked or suggested that if your defartment 
communicated with the Secretary of State that you suggest 
to the said Secretary of State that he do not limit the 
number of visas to nineteen in communicating with his Consul 
at Hongkong, as from time to time actors and actresses will 
be going out from California to be replaced by tiose coming 
from the Orient long after the quota of nineteen, referred 
to, is exhausted. 


I regret exceedingly that you had any thought that 
we were raising a quéstion of increased quota, instead we 
addressed you with reference to interesting the State De- 
partment in more readily securing visas or viased affidavits 
for actors and act@esses coming to the Mandarin Theater.

In reply to your letter of the 24 instant, calling attention to 
the status in the United States of the Chinese actors, Dung Sue Wai and 
Chan Fai Funes, man and wife, representing that the woman is expected to 
give birth to a child in the very near future, and requesting for that 
reason that the couple be cranted a stay of departure by the Department, 
preferably om the bonds now extant, I have to advise that the case of these 
two Chinese was presented to the Department by telegram of the 24th ultimo 
from Attorney C. Ae A. MoGee, Oakland, California, who is known to rep- 
resent the Mandarin Theatre Company of San Francisco. The telecram states 
that this man and wife did not depart from San Francisco on the 20th ultimo, 
as had been theretofore plamed, the reason therefor being the expected con 
finement of the woman in the very ncar future. Attorney MoCee made certain 

which involved deciding upon the g@@c-ission at Seattle of two pros- 
pective members of this Chinese Troupe, whose landing would, of course, be 
dependent upon whether the cacta of eighty-five allotted this Company would 
be expeeded thereby. 


After consideration of the mitter, the Department authorised the 
cancellatiom of the presert bonds of these Chinese actors, and permitted 
their staying in the coumtry until ‘April 24, next, provided new public charge 
and departure bonds of $1000 each, containing the guarantees that they would 
mot empage in marmml! labor in this country, were furnishod. You will note 
that the extension is for about seven weeks only, while your verbval request 
to the Board of Beview was for an extension of about ninety dsys. The tele— 
gram of Attorney MeGee referred to above stated that the woman’s condition 
necessitated a stay of ancther month, co in arriving at its decision in the 
premises, the outedtedate of the 25th proximo was decided upom by the Board 
of Review, in the belief that the wommm would then be in a position to ds 
part with safety to herself and child.

The Commissioner of Immigration at Seattle transmits the request of 
the Manager of the Mandarin Theatre Company, giving performances in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, for the admission of seven Chinese, named herein- 
after, for employment with said Company. A similar request has also been 
received in a letter from the attorneys above named, which asked for §mnis- 
sion of eleven actors. However, in a telegram from said attorneys, dated 
yesterday, it is learned that one of the eleven has been rejected because 
of some physical disability. 


The Mandarin Theatre Company has an authorized maximum personnel of 
eighty-five, and in order to make openings for the new arrivals at Seattle 
in the past week or so, ten former actors of this Company have departed from 
the United States on the 20th ultimo, as stated by the Commissioner of Im- 
migration at San Francisco, in a letter of the 23d ultimo. Additionally, 
two other actors who were due to depart on that date, a man and wife, have 
been allowed to stay in the country for a few weeks longer, provided new 
bonds are furnished, because of the expected birth of a child to the wife. 


The Chinese for whom admission is now asked are Ho Man Hing, Soo Dean, 
actors; and Chan Sau Fong, Chiu Yin Fee, Lee So, Tsung Hung, and Ho Fung, 
actresses.

Authorisation for the admission of the three of these eleven who ar- 
rived at Seattle on the 16th instant was granted on the 2354, for a period 
to expire June 2%, next, but this authority has not yet been transmitted 
to the pert concerned. al 


Attorney McGee telegraphed the Department yesterday that two of the 
Chinese scheduled to depart from San Francisco on the 17th instant, whose 
names are given in the caption hereof, and husband and wife, did not sail 
on the 20th, but that a writ of habeas corpus was sued out and issued re- 
turmable yesterday, seeking the stay of these two Chinese because of the 
pending birth of a child to Chan Fai Pung, the court having dismissed the 
action, according to the telegram, but the Board of Review is ignorant of 
the reasons for granting the writ or dismissing the action. 


The attorney represents that this husband and wife are no longer em 
Pleyed by the Mandarin Campany, but that the woman's condition necessitates 
the couple being permitted to stay in the country another month. He accord- 
ingly makes the alternative requests that this actress and her husband be 
removed from the authorized quota of the Troupe, which is eighty-five, and

The above named Chinese actor and acteess (man and wife) arrived 
at the port of San Francisco, California, per 88 “President Pierce,” on June 
18, 1924, and were admitted, under the conventional bonds, to join the Man- 
darin Theatrical Company, playing in Los Angeles. The authorized strength 
of this company, according to my understanding, is 85 actors. 


Chan Fei Tung (Mrs. Tang Shui Wai) is about to be confined, as will 
be apparent from the attached medical certificate. In fact, according to my 
advices, the period of her confinement is expected to occur within the course 
of the next week or two. 


Some few days ago the Mandarin Comoany had a number of replacement 
actors arrive at Seattle, and to take care of them it was necessary for the 
company to release some of its actors now here and to arrange for their re- 
turn to China in order that their bonds might be exonerated. This woman and 
her husband were among the number released, and the company had arranged to 
require them to depart on a vessel sailing from San Francisco on Saturday the 
20th ultimo. An appeal to the local immigration authorities necessarily avail- 
ed nothing, as their only function at that time was to check the departing 
acters out, in the event of their departure. Such custody as they were in was 
that of the representative of the theatrical company concerned. As, obviously, 
the woman was in no condition to travel without great danger to health and even 
life a writ of habeas corpus Wks resorted to by her attorney to carry over her 
seiling to some time in the future, when she could be sent back without the 
grave risk that would have been encountered had the company been permitted to 
carry out its intention of compelling her to depart on the sailing at that time. 


It appears that the Mandarin Company has no objection to the woman and 
her husband remaining here provided that such course does not in any manner 
interfere with their operating their theatrical troupe at its full strength of 
85 members (or whatever the authorized strength may be). The purpose of this 
letter is to request that the woman and her husband be granted a stay by the De- 
partment, preferably (to sa¥Ve them expense) on the bonds now extant, but new bonds 
to be required in the event no other course apvears to the Department to be 
feasible. At the end of that time the woman will, in the absence of complications, 


be able to travel, and their departure from the country will be without expense 
of any kind or character to the Government.

This case comes before the Board of Review upon request for 
temporary admission of the above named actors. 


No hearing. No local attorney. Attorneys licGee, Oates & 
Mather, Oakland, California, interested. 


The Commissioner of Immigration at Seattle telegraphed on the 
50th ultimo, requesting authority to admit the four Chinese above 
named, the first three being actors and the last an actress, to 
join the Mandarin Theatre Company; they having arrived at Seattle 
on the 29th ultimo. The attorneys above named wrote the Department 
on the llth ultimo regarding these same four.Chinese, stating that 
with these new admissions there would be but eighty-three members 
of this Troupe in the country, the authorized personnel being eighty- 
five. 


The Mandarin Theatre Company operates in both Los 4nceles and 
San Francisco, and the Department has recently extended tne tem- 
porary admission of seventy-three performers of the Company to June 
24, 1926. There seem to be arrivals and departures periodically in 
this large Troupe, and no objection is anparent to authorizing the 
admission of these newcomers,provided the maximum personnel is not 
exceeded. 


It is recommended that tne four named Chinese actors be granted 
admission under bonds in the sum of $1000 each until J 24, 1926, 
the common expiration date before mentioned, to perfot™ 1e Mandarin 


Company, and conditioned upon their beings eligible under other pro- 
visions of the Immigration Law.

This matter comes before the Board of Review on request for extension 
of temporary admission. 


Attorney O'Donnell granted a hearing. 


This matter concerns a man and wife, Chinese actors, who were originally 
admitted to this country as performers with the Mandarin Theatre Company, giv- 
ing performances in San Francisco and Los Angeles. They were to depart with 
other actors of this Company for China on February 17th, last, but to prevent 
departure a writ of habeas corpus was sued out, this course being taken, so it 
was stated, because the wife expected soon to be delivered of a child. The ques- 
tion of extending their stay in the country was presented to the Department, 
which on. February 25th authorized the continuance of stay of these two actors 
until the 25th instant, provided they furnished public charge and departure 
’ bonds containing the clause that no manual labor shall be engaged in. These 

» bonds were subsequently received and had the Department's approval. 

It is now represented that the female alien gave birth to a child in San 
Francisco on the 2d ultimo, but that the mother and child have nod progressed 
well physically and are in no condition to undertake now the journey to China. 
The attorney sutmits affidavits of these people, giving the reasons for asking 
a further extension of stay, and also a letter dated the 5th instant to the 
Commissioner General of Immigration from Dr. Emma C. Lafontaine, which certifies 
that in her opinion it will be at least two months before the female alien is 
able to travel with safety to herself and infant daughter. Request is made for 
an extension of stay until June 2, 1926, or sixty days from the time the orig- 
inal concession granted will expire. If the condition of this alien woman is 
as stated, and the Board of Review has no information to the contrary, it is 
thought that the stay asked for should be granted. 


It is recommended that authority be granted to extend the temporary stay. 
in the United States of Dung Sue Wai and Chan Fai Fung to June 24, 1926, pre- 


vided the surety on the present bonds consents to the extension; and it is in- 
timated that this consent will be forthcoming.

Here- 
with is the medical certificate of Dr. Emma C. Lafontaine, who has 
the case in charge, which certificate speaks for itself. An affi- 
davit from both of the aliens is also appended, describing the con- 
ditions in detail. 


The Department is now requested to authorize an extension 
of the bonded landing for a further period of sixty days, expiring 
June 24, 1926, by which time it is expected that the mother and 
child will be able to travel without danger. Of course appropriate 
consents from the surety will be furnished to cover such extension. 


There is a clear precedent for this action, as the case 
is on all fours with that of LEE SUZY and CHOY YOKE (Department 
files 55007/14 anc 55007/30) wherein the actress-wife gave birth to 
a child in Los Angeles and was permitted to remain here on proper bond 
for a period of several months.

their physical well-being and their morals, and inasmuch 
as the salary of the troupe is a fixed charge upon the Man- 
aarin Theatre in any event, and the housing conditions per- 
taining to the theatre in Mexicali are good and the troupe 
has expressed a willingmess to go to Mexicali, provided 
tne Devartment signifies its assent thereto, that there 
could be no objection and, as heretofore stated, there 
would be the advantage of serving the Mexicali Chinese 
colony with good shows to which they are more or less 
strangers, and the short interruption of the plays at Loe 
Angeles would stimulate interest in that community on the 
renewal of tne pertormances beginning in April. 


If the plan set forth by your petitioner meets 
with the favor of the Department, we would be pleased to 
be so advised, and would then guoply your Department with 
the names of the rersonnel of the troupe, togetner with 
all data vertaining thereto. 


Inasmuch as this plan, if feasible, should be 
nut in operation on or before the middle of January, your 
petitioner wili appreciate it if the Department will make 
ite ruling at an early date.

Please check off bearer for departure and send this card of description to the 
Commissioner of Immigration at the port of arrival where the original file is kept 
so that the bond filed on his or her behalf may be cancelled.
